'I'lie  luimbor  of  voS'KoL  arriving  in  tlie 
Fort  of  Faveroiiain  during  the  pa^t  year 
slion^;  an  increaso  all  round  in  the 
various  paits  of  the  port,  except  in  Oarc 
(2  reek. 

The  area  of  the.  Port  includes  the 
Creeks  of  Favershain,  Oare,  Conyer,  and 
iMilton  from  Elast  to  West;  also'  a great 
])art  of  the  Swale,  viz.,  the  whole  of 
the  East  Swale  and  the  West  Swale  to 
where  it  joins  the  Port  of  Qneenborongh. 

For  the  first  time  for  some  3^ears  I 
have  to  report  the  arrival  of  foreign 
ships  in  the  Port,  oiir  foreign  trade 
having  been  bronght  to  a.  standstill 
during  the  war.  These  ships  are  most- 
ly bound  for  tho  works  at  Sittingbourne, 
but  also  comprise  shii3S  laden  witli 
timber  from  the  Haltic  ports  for  Fav- 
ersham.  The  cliief  trade  is  done  iu 
barges,  loaded  with  bricks  (a  diminishing 
amount),  coal,  corn  and  various  mer- 
chandise from  coasting  trade;  a large 
amount  of  London  manure  is  brought 
dowm  for  use  on  the  land,  and  gun- 
powder is  still  sent  away  to  some  ex- 
tent. The  big  works  at  Sittingbourne 
also  employ  many  barges,  for  their  re- 
eiuirements.

ddie  JMilton  figures  are  in  the  Kepoif 
for  that  end  of  the  Port. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  there  were 
30  vessels  found  to  he  suffering  from 
various  minor  defects;  such  as  matters 
t;f  ventilation  and  lighting ; most  of 
these  were  on  the  barges  that  carried 
London  manure.  In  all  cases  these 
defects  ■were  remedied  by  the  owners  af- 
ter verbal  request  and  it  was  never 
found  necessary  to  serve  any  written 
notices. 

The  water  supply  and  the  conditions 
under  which  it  was  stored  has  been 
found  to  be  satisfactory  on  the  vessels 
as  a whole. 

Barges  carrying  cargoes  of  an  offen- 
sive nature  have  been  kept  in  a clean 
<-ondition. 

'There  were  no  deaths  and  no  cases  of 
infectious  disease  reported  on  board 
during  tho  year. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to 
take  any  action  under  the  Public  Health 
Regulations  as  to  Food  Act,  1907.
